The Steady Declines Cre- 
ate Great Uneasiness 
in the Street. 


'. New York, July 21—Bear attacks, cou- 
pled with further forced liquidation, re- 
suited in a new low level for a number of 
eecurities in todays’ stock market. De- 
¢clines ranged from 15 points to 3, while 
some of the better grade stocks showed 
losses of a point or more. Railway shares 
of the better class were moderately firm, 
but in little demand and there was no evi- 
Gence of “bargain buying’ in these is- 
gues. 

The attack on prices began at the open- 
Ing and was continued at more or less 
teguler intervals throughout the day. In 
fact, lowest prices for some issues came 
almost at the close. The United States 
Steel shares were most severely pounded, 
with net losses of 2 3-4 and 3-78 In the 
common and preferred, respectively. 
Sales of these stocks aggregated over 186.- 
@00 shares, over 132,000 shares of common 
changing hands. Trading in the steel 
stocks comprised considerably more than 
one-fifth of the day's business.. Steel 
common closed at 22, a low record figure, 
while the preferred stock touched 7. 

Besides the steel issues, the bowest 
prices ever recorded were scored by Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron, Colorado Fuel and 
Iron, Republic Steel and Iron prefevred, 
United State Kealty and Virginia-Caro- 
lina Chemical.

Much of today’s selling was for out- 
of-town account. The west was again 
seller, the gossip declared that a promi- 
nent St. Louis interest had ben forced to 
eell out a line of 40,000 shares. 

The day was not without some news 
of favorable cliQyré:ter. Erie directors in- 
creased the rate of dividend on the first 
preferred to a 4 per cent basis, and the 
quarterly report of the Tennessee Coal 
Company showed a surplus of over $590, - 
m0 with an increase of almost $900,000 for 
the half year. In spite of this, the stock 
was among the weakest in the list. 

The steady declines in the steel stocks 
created great uneasiness.

Washincton. July 271.—The case of Ww. A. 
Miller. aesistant foreman fn the bindery 
af the government printing office, who 
was removed from office because he was 
expelled from the hookbinders’ union and 
who was reassigned to duty, came up to- 
night at a rafeting of the union, at which 
about 500 members were present. After a 
session held behind closed doors, Presi- 
dent Barrett of the union. announced that 
tomorrow a statement of the case from 
the union standpoint would be made. A 
copy of this will be furnished to the pres- 
ident. to Secretary Cortelyou to the civil 
service commission and to Public Printer 
Palmer. 

Mr. Barrett said that the paper would 
show that the position of the book _.nders 
union was correct in the present case and 
that the reinstatement of Miller would 


cause discord.

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; HON. HENRY G. TURNER, OF BROOKS, 
Who Has Been Tendered the Judgeship Made Vacant by the Death 
of Justice Lumpkin. 
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It Is Believed That Former Congressman Will Ac- 
cept«-Judge Bennett Declines Appointment for 


Business 


Reasons. 


Hon. Henry G. Turner, of Brooks, for- 
mer member of congress and one of the 
foremost lawyers of southern Georgia, has 


been tendered the place upon the supreme | 


court .made .vacant by the death of 
Justice Lumpkin, and while he has 
not yet made a definite reply, his friends 
here say they have strong reasons tq be- 
lieve that he will accept. 

The tender of this exalted position, for 
which Judge Turner is so eminently quali- 
fied, was made. yesterday afternoon. Up 
to a late hou? last night Governor ‘Terrell 
had not recetved' a, positive reply, ‘but ‘it 
is undetstood he had advices ‘indicating 


that .seem-easreply might be expected 


within a few days, perhaps today.” 
Men ina paSition to know are strongly 
on that the response wil] be 


an. accepta@nce. They base this opinion 


upon the fact that Judge Turner’s health 


is very much better than it was some 
time ago, when, In response to overtures 
made at the instance of the governor, he 
said he felt he couuld not consider such 
an Offer because of his phystcal condition. 
These overtures were made at the time 
Justice Lumpkin expressed a desire to re- 
sign. In looking toward southern, Geor- 
gia, Governor Terrell naturally turnel 
to Judge Turner and, through a mutual 
friend, asked him whether. In case of a 
vacancy coming as the result of the ree 
tirement of Justice Lumpkin, he | would 
consider favorably a tender of the) place. 
At that time Judge Turner was not feel- 
ing very well and his inclinations, as 
expressed in a letter written Governor 
Terrell were against assuming the) duties 
involved tn a seat upon the highest court 
of the state. 

Learning yesterday from some of the 
meh who see most of Judge Turner that 
he is in a very greatly improved physical 
condition, Governor Terrell sent him a 
telegram urging him to reconsider the de- 
cisicn he had formerly made. Last nignt 
the governor received a reply which gives 
him the hope that Judge Turner will ac- 
cept. 

A Day of Developments. 

Yesterday was a day of several devel- 
opments in’ this matter of the associate 
justiceship. 

First, Governor Terrell received a let- 
ter from Judge Hamilton McWhorter 
saying that he felt impelled to stand 
upon his decision as made to the governor 
and to Justice Lumpkin some time ago, 
and could not in justice to himself and 
his family accept the governor’s, tender 
of the position. 

Second,’ Governor Terre)! offered the 
position to Judge Joseph W. Bennett, of 
Brunswick. 

Third, Judge Bennett declinc* the ap- 
pointment. This decision on his part was 
no surprise to those most familiar with 
the conditions surrounding him, but it 
Was a surprise to most people, for it was 
generally thought he would accept the 
place if it were tendered him. 

Fourth, Governor Terrell. sent a strong 
telegram to Hon. Henry GidTuarner urg- 
ing him to reconsider his former de- 
cision and accept the place upon the 
supremé court bench. 


Jwige Bennett’s Declination. 

Judge Bennett's declination. which 
reached the governor during the after- 
noon, was as follows: | 

Brunswick. Ga.. July 21.—Hon.) Joseph 
M. Terrell. Governor of Geqrgia, Atlanta, 
Ga.: Fully appreciating the distin- 
guished honor of the tendereq appojnt- 
ment as justice of supreme court to suc- 
ceed the lamented Samuel Lumpkin, and 
after fully considering same, I 
extremely am forced to the. conclusion 
that the circumstances now surrounding 
me imperatively require me-to deécline 
the tendered honor. I thank you sin- 
cerely. JOSEPH W. BENNETT. 


Ine Cffer to Judge Turner. 

It was after this had been received that 
the governor had received information 
which led him to believe that Judge Tur- 
ner was in a position to give the sug- 
gestion of a place upon the court more 
consideration than he could at the time, a 
couple of months ago, when it was first 
made. He then sent to Judge Turner the 
folowing telegram: | 

“State of Georgia, Executive Office, At- 
lanta, July 21, 1903.—Hon. Henry G. Tur- 
ner, Quitman, Ga. Several weeks since 
you declined on account of physical tn- 
disposition to allow me to consider you 
for the position of associate justice of the 
supreme court.

Governor 
Terrell - has, it is understood, sent him 
another telegram urging his acceptance. 


The News in Brunswick. 


Brunswick, .Ga.. July 21.—(Special.)— 
Governor Terrdlil’s offer of the associate 
justiceship of thé supreme -court came 
to Hon. Joseph Bennett, former judge 
of the Brunswick circuit, this morning. 
Judge Bennett spent several hours in 
conference with his cldése friends ovér 
the matter and finally felt impelled to 
send a declination of the high honer. 
This was sent Governor Térrel! late this 
afternoon. 

Judge Bennett was seen by your cor- 
respondent tonight, and in reply to in- 
quiries he said it was with great regret 
that he was compelled to decline the ap- 
pointment. His reasons for so doing 
were simply that he did not care to give 
up his home in Brunswick. Being a 
member of one of the leading law firms 
of this city, Kay, Bennett & Conyers, 
he had pressing business which he 
could hardly sacrifice to accept the ap- 
pointment. Continuing on this subject, 
Judge Bennett said: 

‘“‘My relationship, both professionally 
and otherwise, in Brunswick is of the 
very pleaccntest character, and while I 
appreciat .c.re profoundly than I can 
express th,» distinguished honor placed 
upon me by the governor, I cannot con- 
sistently accept this call. It is the goal 
of the ambition of most attorneys to oc- 
cilpy a pface on the supreme court bench 
of their respective: states, and I am not 
unlike the other members of the profes- 
sion. However, there arg various other 
reasons which at this time make it im- 
possible. I appreciate the courtesy of 
the governor as well as the good wishes 
of many friends all over the state who 
have kindly telegraphed me congratula- 
tions during the day.”’ 

Judge Parker’s Tribute. 

Yesterday morning Chief Justice Sim- 
mons _ received a letter from Chief Justice 
Parkeér, of the New York court of appeals, 
in whigh the distinguished New Yorker 
pays eloquent tribute to the memory of 
hig friend, Justice Lumpkin. Judge Par- 
ker’s letter is as follows: 

“Erapus, N. Y., July 18—My Dear Mr. 
Chief Justice: The telegrams that have 
come tonight announcing ihe death of 
Justice Lumpkin have greatly shocked 
and grieved me. He was s0 confident 
ot speedy recovery that I left Atlanta 
assured that he would be able to come 
to us later in the season. I not only 
admired him for his manly qualities and 
great abilities, but had come to lové him 
as a friend, and so I am able to appre- 
clate something of the loss that your 
great court has sustained. I beg, there- 
fore, that you and your associates wilil 
permit me to tender my sympathy be- 
cause of the loss of an ass0ciate, who. 
by reason of his mental endowments 
great learning in the law and broad hu- 
manity occupied a place.in the front rank 
of the great jurists of this country. With 
grateful remembrance of personal courte- 
sies from both you and your associates 
and with great regret for your loss, I am, 
my dear Mr. Chief Justice, very sincerely 
yours, ALTON B. PARKER. 
‘Mr. Chief Justice Simmons.,”’ 

Judge Bennett is preeminently qual fied 
for the position, and had he accepted, he 
would Mave made a valuable 
on the bench of the state’s highest tribu- 
nal. Today Judge Bennett received tel- 
egrams from all over the state congratu- 
lating him on the appojatment and urg- 
ing him to accept. Every member of the 
supreme court wired him, saying that the 
entire bench was pleased with hig ap- 
pointment and each member ureged him 
to accept. Friends of Judge Bennett fn 
Brunswick were with him during the 
day and many of them, although they 
would regret to see him leave this city, 
advised him to accept the honor, but he 
could not see hig way to do s60 as much 
a@s he regretted it.

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DOWN SCORES 
IN VENEZUELA 
Castro’ rss Caplur Cily of 


Ciudad Bolivar Afler a 
Bloody Engagement 


STREET OF THE CIT? 
CHOCKED BY CORPSES 
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All the Horrors of Civil War At- 
tended the Storming of the 
Place—Rebels Died Fight- 
ing to the Very 
Last. 


Caracas. Venezuela, July 21.—A mes- 
senger who has arrived here by steamer 
and train from Cludad Bolivar reports 
that the city was captured by the gov- 
ernment troops at 8 o'clock this  (Tues- 
day) morning. 


Soledad. Venezuela, July 21.—Since the 
last dispatch was sent at 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon the battle between the 
revolutionary forces at Ciudad Bolivat 
and the Venezuelan government army. 
commanded by General Gomez. has raged 
madly. Block after block was disputed, 
the government troops entering the city 
slowly. All the houses had been barri- 
caded and the revolutionists had been 
forced from fiat roofs called azotoas. 
When the revolutionists finally abandon- 
ed the houses. after having taken. all that 
could be used for barricades or to other- 
wise stop the advance of the government 
troops they were immediately occupied 
by the goyernment soldiers who bored 
holes in them so as to communicate with 
the next house. The city appears to have 
heen struck by a cyclone. 

At 7 o’clock tn the evening the govern- 
ment forces which were advancing from 
all directions arrived near the center of 
Ciudad Bolivar. For two hours previously 
firing had diminished; but it was.renew- 
ed with more vigor at 19 o'clock’ at night 
and ilumfnated the. sky. 

At 8 o'clock in the morning when the 
inhabitants of the commercial and for- 
sign parts of the cityigraar the Alameda 
saw the advance of thé government troops 
they all abandoned thelr homes and 
sought refuge in other parts of the city, 
crossing the streets amidst a hall of bul- 
lets and shells, the women carrying their 
children: the strong helping the weak; 
many men tn trying to protect the wom- 
en, falling struck bv QyilJeta 

Honors of Civil War. 


In the middle of the streets what with 

the firing, the yells of the wounded and 
the crying of the women and children a 
terrible scene was witnessed bad enough 
to disgust anybody forever with civil 
war. 
The government troops, however, acted 
with humanity, especially the forces of 
Geneml Rivas. who fighting bravely, was 
the first to order the attacking force to 
be mercfful. 

At & o'clock this morning the govern- 
ment generals having effected a junction 
of their forces, north and south and hav- 
ing received further supplies of ammuni- 
tion. decided to push the attack on the 
center of the city. At 10 o’clock the gov- 
ernment troops bad captured the north 
side’ of the Alameda, the public park of 
Ciudad Bolivar, which has been defended 
by a double row of barricades. Behind 
one of these were found more than 30 
dead sdldiers lying on top of each other, 
whilé wounded men were seen on alb 
sides. At 10 o'clock the government com- 
manders seeing that only the artillery 
could make a breach in the barricades of 
the Alameda, ordered twelve guns to 
open fire on them and at the same time 
the Venezuelan fleet which had changed 
its anchorage so as to bring its guns to 
bear effectively on the city. opened fire. 


Fighting Without Food. 


The Soldiers on both sides have had 
no fo00@ for two days. No ambulances 
are béihg used and yes the fighting con- 
tinues, 

The old customs house and waterworks 
have been taken. The Dalton block. the 
property of the United States consul, 
whete all the leading German and French 
families reside, are now being attacked. 
‘The jail is the center of a terrible re- 
sistance. All the defeated revolutionists 
have concentrated there. It is estimated 
that more than men have been killed 
in that vicinity. 

The artillery of the revolutionists is 
fiercely replying to the attack of the 
fleet. 

For two hours past the fleet has been 
shelling La Soledad, which has suffered 
terribly, The capital is still In possession 
of the revolutignists, but the complete 
sucess of the government forces is age 
sured. 

The fight from 1 o’clock has been hor- 
rible, and at this hour the only places 
which still resist the on-set of the gov- 
ernment troops are the jail and the capi- 


tol, 
General Attack Made. 


Early in the afternoon the government 
troops, which had received all the r-- 
inforcements available, together with am- 
munition and who numbered in all 5,200 
men, were ordered to make a genera] uf- 
tack upon all positions still held by the 
rebels, 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon the ‘“‘Zamo- 
ra,’* called the Sebastopol of Ciudad Boit- 
var, was stormed and captured. Ninety- 
four dead rebels were found inside, 
among them being Gentral Azanaza, one 
of the revolutionary leaders, whose head 
had. been blown off by a shell. It is im- 
possible to render an idea of the carnage 
which occurred at this point. 

At the same time Géneral Rivag, Gen- 
eral Gomez's chief lieutenant, with 2,300 
men, succeeded in destroying a barricade 
erected around the Miranda plaza, the 
key to the capitol, where all the survivors 
of the revolution were concentrated. All 
the roads and streets running into the 
capitol are guarded by government troops 
and the. escape of the revolutionists after 
the capture of the capitol, which is in- 

table, seems impossible. They must 
or die.

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POPE LEO IS REALLY DEAD, _ 
SO CARDINALS ANNOUNCE 


SOME UNNAMED CARDINAL _ 
MAY WEAR TRIPLE CROWN 


‘Rome, July 21.—According to a state- 
ment coming from a high ecclesiastic, 
Arrangements at the vatican are being 
pressed forward which will enable fhe 
conclave of cardinals: to begin sitting 
August 1. However, it is now thought 
the sessions may last considerably Jonger 
than at first expected, even long enough 
te permit Cardinal Moran, of Sydney, 
N. 8. W., to arrive in time:to take part 
in the proceedings. 

An ambassador accredited to the vat- 
lean saye the question of Pope Leo's 
Puccessor is a peculiarly open one at the 
present moment. The. personality of the 
candidates plays a much more tmportant 
part than in any preceding conclave, 
Rince the conditions prevailing in the 
past are now entirely changed. Former- 
lv the sacred college was divided into 
several distinct parties. There was, first, 
that composed of the cardinal members 
of the great -Roman families, nearly 
every one of which was represented ™ 
the colleges. These always exerted very 
powerful influence in the election of a 
pope. At the present time there is only 
One scion of a great Roman house 
among the*cardinals, namely, Cardinal 
Pattista Casilo del Derago, who from 
the standpoint of the é¢lection of a new 
pontiff is relatively unimportant. 

Then there were parties composed of 
cardinals appointed by the same pope, 
who usually ranged themselves into sep- 
arate bodies. In addition to the members 
of the sacred college appointed by the 
pope who had then just passed away 
there were usually considerable numbers 
chosen by hts predecessor, and even a 
few nominated by the pope preceding 
him. In consequence of Leo XIII’s long 
reign these parties have entirely disap- 
peared. 

In the present conclave there will be 
only one cardinal, Cardinal Oreglia, who 
Was not appointed by Pope Leo. As a re- 
sult of these changes, the approaching 
conclave will be much more under the in- 
fluence of individual candidates than the 
past, rendering it impossible to forecast 


the election with any degree of certainty. 
It is. considered highly probable that the 
new pope will be a man at present not 
thought of and not talked about. 

The cardinals who were absent from 
Rome at the time of the pope’s death are 
arriving here from all directions. Car- 
dinal Gibbons js expected on Wednesday 
morning. late this afternoon the body 
Of Pope Leo was embalmed and clothed 
in. full pontifical robes, preparatory to the 
funeral ébsequies. 

At thig:-morning’s meeting of the congre- 
gation of cardinals, Mgr. Merry del Val, 
the first apostolic delegate to Canada. was 
provisionally appointed secretary of the 
consistorial congregation, replacing the 
late Mgr. Volponi. This, subsequently,

Cardinal Oregila’s request to Cardinal 


Rampolla that the latter should remain 
at the vatican is considered # most dip- 
lomatic move, being perhaps the first step 
for an agreement between them. amd 
might entirely change al! the prophecies 
hitherto made concerning the issue of the 
conclave. Indeed, some profess to see a 
result of this in this morning’s skirmish 
at the tirst meéting of the congregation 
of caniinals over the appointment of a 
secretary to the consistorial congrega- 
tion. <After the discussion of several 
candidates, among whom was Monsignor 
Gaspari, known to be Cardinal Rampol- 
la’'s protege, some one suggested Mon- 
fignor Merry Del Val. He was imme- 
Giately supported by the whole anti- 
Rampolla element, merely to test the 
Strength of the «x-secrétary of state, but 
this strategem was unsuccessful, as 
Cardinal Oreglia made it manifest that 
he was not personally interested in the 
matter, while Cardinal Rampolla swung 
his followers to the support of Merry 
Del Val and thus avoided a measure of 
his strength at this juncture. 
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HOW DOCTORS EMBALMED 


BODY OF THE 


DEAD PONTIFF 


Rome, July 21.—The embalming of the 
pope’s body began at 4:45 p. m. in the 
tronette hall (little throne room) and was 
performed by Dr. Lapponi, assisted by 
his son, Dr. Guido, and the four physi- 
clans of the apostolic palace, besides the 
doctors of the Swiss guard. The body 


was carefully washed and then the doc.” 


tors proceeded with the anatomic search 
for the arteries into which are injected 
a special disinfectant for preventing de- 
composition. They then proceeded to 
make an injection in the parenchyma, 
waiting afterwards some time for the 
diffusion of the disinfecting fluid through- 
Out the body. 

Then began the _ dissection of the 
corpse with an incision made‘“in the chest 
bone, beginning in the center, but a 
little to the left, so as to end at the 
external left margin of the chest bone, 
thug laying bare the thorax, which was 
afterwards iodined. 

This was followed by tying all the 
arteries, which in that part of the body 
are in communication with the remainder 
of the organisms, and extracting after- 
wards the viscera. Dr. Lapponi_ then 
made a prolonged cut down lower, ex- 
tracting the abdominal viscera, which 
was washed, disinfected and put in an en- 
ameled earthen urn to be deposited in 
the crypt of St. Peters instead of in the 
church of St. Vincent Anastasius, as 
Was done before 1870, when the trans- 
portation of the urn was a public cere- 
mony, the procession passing through 
the streets, 

The viscera of Pope Leo, which today 
Was placed in an earthen urn and pro- 
vistonally deposited in the crypt of St. 
Peters, was removed at midnight to a 
magnificent urn which, carried by Mon- 
signors Marzolloni and Angeli, was takea 
In a vatican carriage to the church of 
St. Vincent Anastasius. The carriage 
was met at e door of the church by 
priests carrying torches which flared in 
the breeze, the flickering light having a 
weird effect on the faces of those present. 
The viscera of all the popes except Pius 
1X were deposited in this church be- 
cause it stands in the parish on the 
Quignal, formerly the home of the popes. 
The viscera of Pope Pius IX was not 
taken there, as it was feared at that 
time that some untoward incident might 
take place during its transportation. The 
peaceful manner in which: the ceremony 
was performed tonight is regarded as a 
fresh proof of the improved relations be- 
tween the cllirch and state. 

A death mask of Leo XIII was taken 
today by Commendator Galli, director of 
the vatican museum. The delicate work 
was sirccessfully executed and the result 
is considered highly satisfactory. 


DEADLY AUTO 
STILL. IN ACTION 


One Woman Killed and An- 
other Fatally Injured in 
New York, 


New York, July 21.—Mrs. Adelaide 
Hawley, of New Milford, Pa., was in- 
stantly killed and others with her itn an 
automobile party were seriously injured 
tonight by the overturning of their car, 
going at a tremendous rate of speed on 
Ocean Parkway, Brooklyn.

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IN PAPAL ROBES TODAY 


All of Rome’s Four Hundred Chureh- 
es Toll Bells for the Passing of 
the Soul cf Leo—This Will 
Occur Nightly Until 
Funeral. 


Rome. July 21.—The tody of Leo XII 
tonight in the hall of the throne 
room in which his death took place. The 
s@me vestments, the hood, the rechet 


, and the white gown which were put on 


yesterday cover the form, which rests 


, In semi-state surrounded by the lighted 


candles, the Noble guard and Franciscan 
penitentiaries. . 

Tomorrow morning the diplomatic 
body, the high dignitaries and the Ro- 
man aristocracy will enter the haH to 
pay their tributes of respect to all that 
remains of the pope who won the re- 
spect and affection of the world. 

In the afternoon the body will be ar- 
rayed in al) the glory of the pontifical 
robes, the mitre replacing the hood, and 
at sunset it will be taken into the 
Chapel of Sacrament of St. Peters, where 
for three days, commencing Friday, the 
public will be given an opportunity of 
paying a last farewell. The interment 
will occur Saturday evening. 

Today was notable for the impressive 
ceremonial of the reoognition of the 
‘death of the pope, which occurred in 
the chamber in which he died. There 
after only those were admitted who were 
concerned in the embalming of the body, 
an operation which occupied six hours. 
Meantime the authorities of the vatican 
proceeded with the preparations for the 
funeral and the conchve made ac- 
knowledgment of the condolences which 
had been received. Among the latter 


waa a notable message from the Ger 
man emperor. *-Rieeadt 
Crowds at the Vatican. 
Throughout the day the vatican was 
surrounded by crowds; which increased 
towards night. Several thousands en- 
tered ~}. Peters at vespers and joined 
in prayers for the departed. Among 
these were many Italian officers, whose 
troops shortly after sunset were march- 
ed from the vatican back to their Dar- 
racks. At no time had their services 
been needed. It is not the custom in 
ltaly to wear the conventional emblems 
of mourning, and hence the crowd 
which, in consequence of the closing of 
many places of business, wanders the 
streets tonight has more the appearance 
of an aimless holiday-making throng 
than one sorrowing for the death of the 
pope. 
Into nearly all the churches, however, 


‘hundreds not often seen in places of de- 


votion flocked to vespers to say a hur- 
ried prayed. Afterwards they loitered 
outside, reading the deep black-edged 
proclamations of Cardinal Respigha, the 
vicar of Rome, concerning the funeral 
arrangements, the meeting of the con- 
clave and the church ceremonials. 

The quiet of the evening was broken 
by a chorus such as the world has sel- 
dom heard. On the stroke of eight all 
of Rome’s four hundred churches com- 
menced to tcll bells for the passing of 
the soul of Leo XIII. From the seven 
hills and from every quarter of the city 
which contained churches came the con- 
stant clang, until all was one reverbéra- 
tion. 

The harsh jingle of the smaller chapel 
bells striking quickly and more often 
was not drowned by the solemn strokes 
that came in mourning measure from the 
great dome of St. Peters. It{was aa if 
a great fire raged and every bellin Rome 
were vieing with each other in anxiety 
to warn the populace. Except in its 
common motive and common sorrow, it 
was an amazing discord, which contin- 
ved an hour and which will recur night- 


ly until the obsequies are over. = 
Cardinals Recognize Pope’s th. 

This morning began the first of those 
grandiose and unique ceremonies which 
follow the demise of a pope, and although 
private, it was conducted with great 
pomp end was most impressive. All the 
cardinals present in Rome, numbering 
twenty-nine. assembled at the apostolic 
palace to view the remajns of the late 
Leo XIII and to officially pronounce him 
dead. Cardina] Oreglia, dean of the 8a- 
cred college, and camerlingo of the Holy 
Roman. church, had to put aside hig car- 
dinal robes as a sign of deep mourning, 
and was gowned entirely in violet. The 
cardinals wore crimsOn robes with violet 
collars, indicative of mourning. 

Within the death chamber the body lay 
with a white veil over the face, on the 
bed, surrounded by Franciscan penitentia- 
riex, while outside the noble guard main- 
tained a solemn vigil. The profound st- 
lence was only broken by the chanting of 
prayers for the dead. Into this solemn 
presence came the mourning procession 
of cardinals, who, kneeling silently, pray- 
ed. ‘Then the prelates reverently looked 
on while Cardinal Oreglia approached the 
remains. For this morning's function the 
pope’s bed: room had been transformed 
into a kind of mortuary chapel with the 
altar ct one end, having In the center a 
crucifix surrounded by six lighted caén- 
dies. Four candles stood at the bed cor- 
ners.

deceased pontiff), When there was no 
answer, the game word was repeated three 
times, louder and louder, after which, 
turning to the kneeling cardinals, the 
camerlingo solemnly announced: 

“Popa vere mortuus est,’’ the pope is 
really dead. 

As the words were uttered there arose 
from the kneeling cardinals a sigh like 
that of the wind in the trees at night, a 
tribute to the late pontiff by these prince- 
ty heads of the church. After this In 
voices trembling with emotion, the rank- 
ing cardinals recited the de profundis, 
gave absolution and sprinkled the body 
with holy water. 

Fisherman’s Ring Taken Off. 

Following the ceremony of the recogni- 
tlon of the death of the pope by the 
gacred college came another, shorter, but 
no less significant and symbolic. On Leo's 
finger was the famous fisherman's ring, 
which the camerlingo, with a whispered 
prayer, drew gently off and which later 
will be broken in the presence of the car- 
dinals, reset and presented to the new 
pope when he its elected. 

The ring is of very great antiquity. It 
is even said to have belonged to St. Peter 
himself. It is a stone of little value, cut 
with the scene of St. Peter dragging ‘in 
fishing nets. It was first used about the 
year 1265, but for secret documents it 
was only used later. Officially it is one 
of the symbo!s of office, most prized by 
the church. Although lost two or three 
times, it has always been recovered. Hun- 
dreds of offers have come from Italy and 
abroad from doctors, druggists and 
‘specialists for the embalming of the Te- 
mains of Pope Leo, but naturally not one 
of them has been accepted. 

Cardinal Rapolla intended to leave the 
vatican last night immediately after the 
death of the pope, when, having officialy 
announced the demise of the pontiff to 
the diplomatic body accredited to the 
vatican and to the papal nuncios, with 
instructions to have the news communi- 
cated to the various foreign rulers, he 
considered his duties as papal secretary 
of state to have been ended. Rampolla 
was on the point of leaving when Cardl- 
nal Oreglia insistently begged him to Tre- 
main in the apartment he had occupied 
for over sixteen years; the secretary of 
state acceded to the request. 

The vicar of Rome, Cardinal Pietro 
Respighi, has caused to be attached to 
the doors of the churches an announce- 
ment of the death of Pope Leo, with in- 
structions regarding the .prayers to be 
offered and also giving information about 
the funéral services. 

Nephews Kiss at Hand. 

There was a touching scene at the vati- 
ean this morning when the nephews of 
Leo with their families entered the death 
éhamber to take a last farewell of their 
uncle for whom they had an intense rev- 
erence. The elders were dressed in black 
and the children in white. As they enter- 
ed the younger children, awe struck and 
frightened, began to cry at this, their 
first a ntance with death, but the 
beauty of the scene soon quieted them and 
they. ceased to ween. The little party ad- 
vanced on tigtoe and circling around the 
bed, fell on their knees and joined in the 
prayers of the penitentiaries. The white- 
ness of the children’s gowns added a 
pleasing note to the rather highly colored 


scene. 
Presently the visttors arose and slowly 
filed past the bed, kneeling to kiss the 
dead hand as they passed.

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FAMOUS OGLETHORPE LIGHT INFANTRY 


ENTERTAINED BY COLONEL J. H. ESTILL 
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Savannah. Ga., Jyly 21.—(Special.)—Sa- 
vannah’s most renowned military com- 
mand the Ogiethorpe Light infantry, cel- 
ebarted its forty-seventh anniversary to- 
day by the observance of the forty-second 
anniversary of the battle of Manassas, in 
which it received its “baptism of fire.” 
Six of its members died on the field in 
that engagement and fifty-four were 
wounded. 

This company was the first that offer- 
ed its service to President Jefferson Davis 
for the entire war. Under the command 
of its captain, Francis S. Bartow, a dis- 
tinguished lawyer and a member of the 
confederate congress, it went to Virginia, 
where it formed a part of the Eighth 
Georgia regiment. of which Bartow be- 
came colonel. He also commanded a bri- 
gade composed of the Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth and Eleventh Georgia regiments 
and Taylor's Kentucky battalion. 

The first service of this brigade was at 


| and about Harper's Ferry and Winches- 


ter. in the movement against General Pat- 
térson’s army, and it was a part of John- 
ston’s army that, by a forced march, re- 
inforced General Beauregard at Manas- 
sas and helped win the Girst confederate 
victory. The history of the Oglethorpe 
Light infantry from that time was coin- 
cident with that of Longstreet’s corps. 

Bartow’s old brigade. of Georgia regi- 
ments remained intact throughout the 
war. It was strengthened at times by 
having other. regiments attached to it. 
Among such regiments was the First 
Georgia regulars, organized in Savannah. 
The brigade had several commanders, 
the most noted of whom was General 
George T. (‘‘Tige’’) Anderson. who was 
its commander for there years. 

The Oglethorpe Light infantry, official- 
ly now known as ¢ompany I, First regi- 
ment, Georgia state troops is the continu- 
ation of the organization pf the two gai- 
lant war commands, and is the heir to 
their honors. There are ;still a score or 
more of those who served in the cunfed- 
erate armeis in éither of these commands 
who have kept in close touch with the 
organization. 

Among them is Colonel J. H. Bstill. Col- 
onel Estill was a young printer who joined 
‘the- corps in the peaceful days of 1859.

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Edward and Alexandra Hearlly 
Welcomed to Ireland, 


As They Landed, the Great Bell of 


the Roman Catholic Cathedral 
Began To Toll for the Late 
Pope—The Entry Into 
Dublin.

Kiagston, Ireland, July 21.—King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra, accompanied 
by Princess Victoria and their suites, 
arrived here at 9:05 this morning on 
board the royal yacht Victoria and Al- 


bert. 

Immediately after the yacht took its 
position in the harbor the royal salute 
was fired by thirteen vessels of the 
home fieet. 

Thousands of people lined the wharves 
awaiting the arrival} of their majes- 


ties. 

While they were gathering a note of 
mourning was sounded amid the gen- 
eral rejoicings. It came from the great 
bell of the Roman Catholic church of 
St. Michael, which tolled solemnly in 
memory of the pope, whose death un- 
deniably mars the spontaniety of the 
welcome. Their majesties were received 
by the lord lieutenant of Ireland, the 
earl of Dudley and a number of of- 
ficials and were conducted to a pavilion, 
where an address of welcome was read 
in behalf of the Kingstown municipal 
council, 

In replying King Edward said he 
Shared in the sadness of the multitudes 
of his subjects over the news of the 
pope’s death. 

His majesty said he remembered the 
kindness with which his holiness had so 
recently received him, and the interest 
which Pope Leo took in the welfare of 
the English people. 

The king added that his visit came 
at a time when a new era is opening 
for Ireland. 

Immediately after the ceremony their 
majesties, accompanied by the lord lieu- 
tenant and a brilliant staff and escorted 
by the horse guards, drove off in the 
direction of Dublin, amidst the greatest 
enthusiasm on the part of the crowds 
lining the road between Kingstown and 
Bulls bridge. At the latter place the 
procession halted and the king received 
addresses from the suburban councils of 
Biackrock, Rathmines and Pembroke, to 
which his majesty replied briefly. The 
procession then passed on and entered 
the city of Dublin, preceded by police, 
@ detachment of royal horse guards, a 
brilliant staff, the lord lieutenant, the 
headquarters staff of the Third army 
coprs and other military and court of- 
Gcials. 

King and Queen in Dublin. 

Dublin, July 21.—The entry of King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra into Dub- 
lin was made the occasion for a general 
holiday. The decorations of the city, 
especially along the route of the proces- 
sion to the ‘Vice Regal Lodge, surpassed 
Bnything hitherto attempted by Dublin, 
not excepting Queen Victoria's last visit. 
The grand stands erected at various 
places were crowded, while the people 
were massed on the _ sidewalks.

Judge Hunt Takes Exception. 

Editor Constitution: Your paper ofthe 
13th instant reached me rather late in 
Texas. It reports Sunday sermons, one 
from Dr. Broughton, in which, as an 
illustration of the Pharisee, he made the 
following statements; - , 

“We have Pharisees in religion. They are 
the Lyra who think everybody outside of their 
chu is on the road to the bad. I was once 
conducting a meeting in Norfolk, Va. 1 asked 
all Christian people to stand, ‘and seeing @& 
woman in the house who did not stand, I went 
to her and said, ‘And you are not a Christian?’ 
She said, ‘No, sir, I am an Episcopalian.’ 


Now this°woman if approached in pub- 
lic so rudely, as the doctor admits was 
done by him, was justified in retorting 
with some spirit, and if she said what we 
says she did, her words must have im-. 
plied that she did not believe in the 
doctor’s methods, or, that while a Chris- 
tian, she was not one of his sort to put 
himself on exhibition as he did; as an 
Episcopalian she did not believe in it, 
Supposing, however, she was not resent- 
ful, but full of humility, and replied to 
the preacher’s almost coarse conduct as 
follows: ‘No, I’m not a’ gogd Chris- 
tlan, though I am an Episcopalian.” 

The doctor evidently sums it all up 
that she said she was not a Christian 
because she was an Episcopalian. Inas- 
much as Episcopalians have never been 
accused of being a set of idiots, no one 
can belleve that this woman gave an 
idiotic answer to an insulting question 
from a domineering preacher. But the 
unfortunate feature of the aforesaid 
Broughton s seemingly imaginary picture 
is that he uses it as an illustration of 
Phariseeism. But who was the Pharisee? 
Was it the preacher who put himself 
‘on exhibition as a Christian? Was it 
the timid people in his gathering who 
rose unthinkingly and tremblingly at his 
beck and call, or was it the little woman 
who was brave enough to keep her seat 
in the presence of all to-show with 
courage that she did not approve of clap 
trap, or else felt it a serious matter 
to ostentatiously boast of being a Chris- 
tian? 

The Pharisee is represented in Holy 
Writ as thanking God he was not as 
other men. Broughton’s picture, when 
he and his congregation made a display 
at that meeting in Vrignia, shows him- 
self up as thanking God that he and his 
truculent followers were not as that 
brave but humble little woman was.

Objection, 


Mississippi Compress Association 
Forwards Paper to Interstate 
Commerce Commission Re- 
questing No Diserimina- 
tion in Rates.

Jackson, Miss., July 21. —(Special,)—The 
answer of the Mississippi Compress Assoe- 
clation in the proceedings brought before 
the interstate commerce commission by 
the Lowry round bale syndicate to com- 
pel the Illinois Central road to give a 
lower rate on round bale cotton than 
square bale cotton has been forwarded to 
the secretary of the commission at Wash- 
ington by United States Senator A. J. 
McLaurin and Messrs. Mayes and Long- 
street, attorneys for the association. 

The answer is a very lengthy documen: 
and fully sets forth the defense of the as- 


sociation and the reasons why the round 
bale should not be given the preference 
in freight rates. It denies that a larger 
quantity of round bales can be loaded 
into a car than square bales, asserts that 
the usual plantation bale of square 
pressed cotton is of uniform size, %4 by 
64 inches, aver that the proportion of 
the cotton crop ginned by the round bale 
is very small, in no season exceeding 
three and one-half per cent of the total 
crop. 

In paragraph 18 the answer dénies that 
the Lowry system of compressing cotton 
is simple, or that it permits of the com- 
pression of cotton to its final density; that 
they hawe been unable to find any in- 
stance where a Lowry press has been 
sold for $4,000, and that a large majority 
of the presses now in use are owned by 
the syndicate and not sold to individuats; 
that the system is beyond the purchasing 
ability of three-fourths of the farmers in 
the cotton-producing stafes, and beyon:] 
the ability of ninety per cent of them to 
operate without special training and ex- 
perience; that if lower rates are given tc 
the Lowry bale it will result in the own- 
ers thereof crushing out and destroying 
all competition and to fix the prices for 
compressing and also for the cotton sta- 
ple, and the products of eotton, at sucb 
figures as might suit their interests or 
demands. 

In paragraph 26 respondents admit that 
complainant has a place of business in 
Memphis and there concentrates some of 
its round bale cotton, but deny that com- 
plainants would be prevented by a grant 
of equal rates with compressed square 
cotton from shipping its cotton to At- 
lantic seaports and to New England Millis 
with the result that Memphis cottun 
which would naturally be marketed if 
New England is forced into other chan- 
nels and other markets: They aver that 
with rates equal to those granted to 
shippers of other compressed cotton there.. 
would be no discrimination against the 
complainant companies, but they would 
only be held to fair and just competition. 
In conclusion the answer says: 

‘Respondents respectfully submit that 
the differential prayed for by complain- 
ants to be allowed the said cylindrical 
compressed bale should not be granted 
to them and would be against sound pub- 
lic policy. That sma!] as said concession 
may seem to be, the said attempt to se- 
cure said discrimination of 19 cents per 
100 pounds, or practically the amount of 
50 cents per bale to said Lowry press, 
is one of the many efforts toward the 
establishment of a practical monopoly 
to the complainant company of the en- 
tire business of ginning, baling, pressing 
and marketing the cotton crops of the 
United States, and of the immensely va'- 
uable cotton seed crops therefrom. 

‘That, if granted, it practically offers 
a bonus of $5,000,000 and more annually 
to said company, and inevitably will cOm- 
pel all companies compressing, ginning 
or baling cotton in opposition to said 
company to withdraw from business, 
That the financial supremacy of said 
Lowry press would practicatly force the 
abandonment of upward of 30,000 farmers 
xfns and presses located in country nelgh- 
borhoods, and which now gin and ba'te ¢n 
average of 340 bales each per annum for. 
approximetely, two million small farmers 
and heads of families living near them. 
That said bill virtually asks that said 
company be donated a tremendous sun 
annually with which to fight down and 
overcome all competition. That such a 
concession to said cylindrical Bale would 
be an undue and unreasonable prefer- 
ence or advantage to said complainant 
company and to the makers of sid cyl- 
indrical bale, and is expressty prohibited 
by the provisions of section 3 of the in- 
terstate commerce act.’

Some time limit on the debate. 

The greater part of the session vester- 
day was spent in debating the question 
with the Felder bill as the special order. 
Many of the speeches were addressed to 
the Holder-Shackelford substitute and 
Several more substitutes were offered.

Working of the convicts on the public 
roads. 

At the conclusion of the debate vester- 
Gay an effort was made to get through 24 
resolution to ‘limit speeches on the convict 
question to five minutes, but considera- 


“*tton of it was ruled out on points of or- 
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@er. There is no doubt. however, that the 
house is anxious to conclude the discus- 
sion as eary as possible and there is some 
Wkelfhood of a vote being reached on the 
Felder bill and substitutes today or to- 
morrow. When the committee of the 
whole reported yesterday provision was 
made for a continuation of the discussion 
today. and consideration of the Felder 
hill will be resumed immediately after 
the reading of the journal this morning. 

Several resolutions were § introduced 
looking to holding afternoon sessions in 
the near future. These went to the com- 
mittee on rules which met after adjourn- 
ment. and tabled them for the present. 

The rules committee, however. reported 
fevorahly a resolution making the bill by 
Mr. Steed of Taylor. relative to the dis- 
nosition of the convicts, the special or- 
der for constfderation immediately after 
the Felder bill is disposed of. The house 
will act on this resolution this morning. 

Mr. Felder’s Position. 

When the house went into cofmmittee of 
thé whole for further consideration of 
the Felder bill. Mr. Felder spoke briefiv 
to the amendments by Mr. Womble of 
Upson, and Mr. Martin of Heard. Mr. 
Wombie’s amendment provides that al! 
counties not working their own convicts 
shall receive the proceeds from such cop- 
victs, while Mr. Martin's amendments 
provided that the distribution of such pro- 
ceeds from convicts should be divided 
among the counties not working their 
convicts, in accor@ance with school’ pop- 


pulation. Mr. Felder said he was willing to 
Sacc@pt either one of these amendments. 


as they both carried out the same prin- 
ciple. 

_ Mr. Felder spoke then of the Holder

On the public roads, will present in the 
houge today a new substitute for his 
measure. 

This substitute will embody all of the 
amendments whitch have been presented 
to the original bill an} which have been 
accepted by the autnor. Chief among 
these are the amendments offered by 
Messrs. Womble of Upson and Martin of 
Elbert. The Womble amendment provid- 
ed that those countes which did not de- 
sire to work their own convicts on the 
public roads should turn them over to 
the prison commission and receive the 
proceeds from the lease of their labor, to 
be devoted to the school fund in that 
county. The Martin amendment is sim- 
ilar, except it provides that the distribu- 
tion of the fund arising from the lease 
of such convicts as are not worked on 
the public roads shall be divided among 
those counties not working their con- 
victs, in proportion to schoo! population, 
as at present, 

Several other minor amendments are 
incorporated in the substitute, which Mr. 
Felder proposes to present today. The 
Substitute which Mr. Felder will offer is 
presented herewith in full:

The bill of Messrs. Steed and Hixon, of 
Carroll, providing for the election of 
county school commissioners by the peo- 
ple was defeated on a direct vote. The 
bill of Messrs. Hardman and Shackel- 
ford, providing that the elementary prin- 
ciples of agriculture and civil govern- 
ment be taught in the public schools, was 
tabled after it became evident that it 
could not. pass in its present shape. 

The bill providing for the election of 
county school commissioners by the peo- 
ple came to the senate with an adverse 
report from the committee on education. 
Senator Hopkins moved that it be amend- 
ed by adding a provision thai the act 
should not become effective in any coun- 
ty “until the same shall have been rec- 
ommended by the grand jury of said 
county convening last before the expira- 
tion of the term of the county comis- 
sioner then in office.’”” This was objected 
to by several senators, who took strong 
ground against what they termed “‘grand 
jury legislation,’ and the shifting upon 
the shoulders of the grand juries re- 
sponsibilities which properly belong to 
the legislature. The amendment was de- 
feated by a vote of 14 to 24. 

When the bill was put upon its final 
passage it was defeated by a vote of 10 
to 27. The roll call of this vote showed: 

Those voting in the affifmative were 
Messrs. Dodd, Davis, A. B. Duncan, 
Golden, Harrell, Hopkins, Jordan, Mid- 
diébrooks, Roberts and Worsham—1l0.

The Teaching of Agricu:ture. 

The bill which passed the house pro- 
viding that the elementary principles of 
agriculture and civil government be 
taught in the public schools called forth 
considerable debate. Senator Jordan fa- 
vored the measure, arguing that In view 
of the tmportance of agriculture as the 
chief industry in which the people of the 
state are engaged, the teaching of these 
branches would be of great value to 
many children. 

The opposition to the bill was aimed 
particularly at the third section, which 
made it necessary that all applicants for 
teachers’ certificates should pass an ex- 
amination in these.branches before the 
ist of January, 1904. Senator Tisinger 
moved that this section be stricken from

the bill. He pointed out that this would 
work a hardship upon a large number of 
lady teachers, and that its operations 
would necessarily be unequal, as many 
teachers now hold certfficates’ which do 
not expire until after that date, while 
Others have permanent certificates. 

Senator McMichael favored the princli- 
ples involved in the bill. 

Senator Perry strongly opposed it, 
contending that its passage would mean 
the disruption of the present school sys- 
tem. He moved to table the bill. The 
vote upon that moticn was 25 to 4. 

Van Buren B.ll Passed. 

The Van Buren Dill, giving railroads the 
necessary authority to secure by con- 
demnation- the land necessary to 
Straighten out their lines when they de- 
Sire to do 80, was passed, with the 
amendment previously reperted by the 
railroad committee. This guards against 
the possibility of any town on the pres- 
ent line being left off in the straightening 
out process, 

When the bill was called up Senator 
Matthews, chairman of the railroad com- 
mittee, explained its status. When it 
was before the senate last Friday it had, 
he said, been temporarily laid aside and 
made the special order for yesterday in 
crder that some Atlanta people interested 
might be heard. As these gentlemen 
had not come before the committee, it 
was presumed that the amendment alj- 
ready adopted met any objections they 
might have had to the bill as originally 
worded. The bill was then passed by 
a vote of 31 to 0.

By Senator Lewis—To secure to the sev. 
eral counties of the state the public school 
fund to which they are now entitled. This 
is designed to prevent the portion of any 
county reverting to the general fund of 
the treasury when it happens not to have 
been called for within the time specified.

To Investigate Public Offices. 


The house joint resolution of Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb, providing for an examination of 
the books of the different state house of- 
ficials, was passed by substitute. 

There was quite a sharp division over 
the method of securing this examination 
a majority of the senate objecting to what 
they considered the unnecessary expense 
of having the joint finance committee of 
the general assembly sitting during the 
recess. The resolution as it passed the 
house provided for sessions of the joint 
finance committe for not to exceed forty 
days. Senator Davis, chairman of the 
senate finance committee, championed 
the measure in that shape, while Senator 
Harrell led the opposition. Finally a stb. 
stitute prepared by Senator Matthews was 
adopted by a vote of 17 o 16, and on final 
vote this passed the senate by the 
requisite majority. This reads as follows:

Senator Opposes the Gill by 
Ennis and Knowles 


Does Not Believe People of Floyd 
Want Another Election at This 
Time—Hon. Seaborn Wright 


Talks of the Dispen- 
sary Bill. 


Senator John D. Taylor, of the forty- 
second district, in which Floyd county 
is situated, stated yesterday eniphat- 
ically that he would oppose the bill by 
Messrs. Ennis and Knowles, of Floyd, 
now before the house which proposes 
to submit to the people the question 
of the repeal of the act under which 
a dispensary was established in Rome in 
the place of bar rooms. 

Senator Taylor reached the city yes- 
terday after spending Sunday at home,. 
and readily gave a brief statement with 
regard to what he proposed to do in 
the matter. He says he has investigated 
the situation and does not believe that 
the people of the county want the present 
law repealed. He is satisfied that the 
majority of the people of Floyd county 
are opposed to holding an election at 
this time, and he will use his efforts to 
defeat the measure in the senate, should 
it reach that body. 

Hon, Seaborn Wright, who appeared 
before the house committee on tempeér- 
ance, by which the bill was reported 
favorably, gave a brief statement yes- 
terday also relative to the citizens of 
Floyd who have entered a protest against 
the passage of the present bill. 

What Senator Taylor Says. 

Senator Taylor, when asked as to what 
he proposed to do in the matter of the 
Rome dispensary, e#aid: 

“I do not live in Floyd county and 
personally have no interest in the Rome 
dispensary. That county, however, is in 
my senatorial district and it looks now 
as if I mizht have to take part in settling 
the issue before the legislature. I con- 
sider it very unfortunate that this matter 
has again been stirred up after having 
been so recently settled by the voters of 
the county. I have never heard it 
charged that the election held a little 
over a year ago, and by which the dis- 
pensary was established, was in any 
particular an unfair election. In that 
election the voters of the county de- 
clared in favor of the dispensary by 266 
majority, therefore I am opposed to 
again putting upon the people of Floyd 
county another bitter election on this 
question, especially so unless I could be 
sure beyond all question that a majority 
of the good people of Floyd county s0 
desired. Of this I am not sure. On the 
contrary, I have taken it upon myself 
to investigate to sonie extent the senti- 
ment of the people of Floyd county, and 
I do not believe that the people wish 
this question precipitated upon them at 
this time. 

“J, therefore, feel it my duty to oppose 
the bill, and in accordance with this 
sense of duty shall oppose it.” 

Statement from Mr. Wright. 

Upon being asked in reference to the 
dispensary bill introduced by Messrs. 
Knowles and Ennis, of Floyd, Hon. Sea- 


born Wright said: 

“A little over one year ago the people 
of Tloyd county voted the dispensary. It 
has done mvre for the moral betterment 
of our city in one year than it is possi- 
ble for the outsider to believe. The 
record of our recorder’s court will show 
that it has reduced criminal convictions 
in that court 36 cases. Our streets are 


clean of the vagabond, dirty element that 
formerly infested them. 

“The dispensary started without one 
dollar and cleared $30,000 the first year— 
four times what the bar rooms ever 


paid. 

“The showing made ws the 
people before the legisiative 
yesterday was remarkable. | 

‘1. Every member of our democratic 
executive committee but two protested 
against the passage of the bill. 

"2. The city council added their pro- 
test. 

‘3. The board of county commissioners 
earnestly opposed the bi 

‘4. The grand jury, now in_ session, 
passed a resolution of protest. 

“5 Nine-tenths of the business men of 
Rome appealed to the legislature not to 
pass the Dill. 

“6 Nine-tenths of our manufacturers 
asked the legislature not to pass the 
measure. 

“7, Practically every minister of the 
gospel entered his protest. 

“Besides this, there was a large petition

Gainesville, Ga., July 21.—(Special.)— 
The litigation over the Gainesville, Jeffer- 
son and Southern railroad was this after- 
noon ended by the signing of a decre? 
by Judge J. J. Kimsey, of the northeast- 
ern circuit, ordering the road sold on 
September 15, at noon, in the city of 
Gainesville. Colonel S. C. Dunlap, who 
has operated the road as receiver for 
the past six years, was appointed special 
master to advertise and conduct the sale. 

The road is to be first put upon the 
block as a whole and the upset price was 
fixed at $195,000, or $3,000 per mile. It is 
subsequently to be sold in two parts, viz, 
that part of it from Gainesville to Jef- 
ferson and Monroe, the upset price of 
which is fixed at $165,000, or $3,000 per 
mile, ani the other part of it, from Mon- 
roe to Socia! Circle, at the upset price of 
$30,000, or $3,000 per mile. If it brings a 
higher price by being sold as a whoie, 
that price is to be accepted, but if it 
brings a higher price by, being sold sepa- 
rately then that price is to be accepted. 

As to the disposition of the funds 
brought in by the sale of the road the 
court ordered as follows: 

That out of the proceeds of the sale of 
the Walton end of said railroad from 5So- 
cla! Circle to Monroe there shall be paid 
to Henry D. McDaniel, as trustee under 
the Walton railroad mortgage, principal 
and interest gp to date of payment of the 
$40,000 par value of the bonds issued un- 
Ger said mortgage provided said Walton 
end shall bring a sufficient amount to pay 
the same, and if not, then such amount as 
said Walton end may bring without any 
diminution for the costs and expenses of 
this cause. 

That out of the balance of the proceeds 
there shall be paid for costs, attorneys’ 
fees, receiver's fees, counsel] fees, in the 
cause the sum of $42,000 as follows: Clerk 
of court (amount not yet known); H. H. 
Dean and H. A. Alexander, attorneys for 
original plaintiffs, the eum of $7,000; to A. 
S. Erwin, E. T. Brown, W. K. Miller, W. 
H. Barrett, Bowdre Phinizy, attorneys 
for the trustees, as their compensation 
for foreclosing said mortgages, the 81m 
of $10,000; to W. A. Brown and Mrs. Marvy 
Lou Phinizy, representing estate of 
Charles H. Phinizy, and to W. H. Barrett, 
representing the estate of George T. 
Barnes, the sum of $1,500; to W. I. Pike, 
eppointed by the court fo represent said 
defendant company, the sum of $3,500; to 
J. J. Spalding, attorney for the receiver, 
the sum of $5,000; to S. C. Dunlap, re- 
ceiver ang special master, for conducting 
said sale, the sum of $15,000.

With 
the new and powerful motor cycles now 
in use, capable of a speed of nearly a 
mile a minute, the pace follower expects 
to get over the 650-mile mark, and in Bos- 
ton within the next three weeks a series 
of races will be arranged whereby all 
will have the chance to tackle the record. 
Bobby Walthour, the Atlanta rider, who 
is dubbed by Boston as the world’s pre- 
mier pace follower. will make an at- 
tempt to lower the record at Charles 
River track tonight, tot in a race, but 
for the record. He fully expects to go 32 
miles in the hour. To do this he will have 
three of the very fastest motor cycleg to 
pace him, In case any one of them gets 
out of order the other will be ready to 
pick him up at once. The three best ma- 
chines are owned by Harry Caldwell, Joe 
Nelson and Nat Butler. 

To get 62 miles in the hour it will be 
necessary for Walthocur to ride every mile 
at a 1:10 clip, or better. His record, estab- 
lished a few weeks ago when he rode the 
last of 15 miles in 1:07, the fastest mile 
ever ridden on a ‘dicycle, stands, and is 
liable to stand until he sees fit to lower 
it himself. Little Joe Nelson, who has 
the “record bug’’® bad, went for Wal- 
thour’s previous record of 1:10 and the 
best he could do for it was 1:09 4-5, which 
Walthour immediately followed and rode 
5 miles at 1:00, one at 1:08 and the last 
at 1:07. 

The hour record is now held by Con- 
teney, of Paris, who followed a moto* 
with 48-inch protection for One hour, 
covering 48 miles. The American hour 
record was made unofficially by Albert 
Champion last year at Pittsburg, covering 
43 miles: The official record waa held by 
Harry Elkes of 42 miles and a fraction. 

Walthour has never in his racing caree> 
made a special effort for record, but this 
attempt for the hour is made at the spe- 
cial request of a few of his friends in At- 
lanta, and also to be the first man to go 
over 60 miles in the hour. 

The golden wheel race, which is a year- 
ly event in Boston, will take place the 
last of this month. It is an hour a night 
for six nights and motor-paced. Among 
the entries will be Walthour, Nelson, 
Caldwell, Butler, Leander and Degui- 
chard. This will be interesting. on ac- 
count of being paced by the big machines 
with so much protection and records will 
fall nightly.

JOHN HOLDER EXPLAINS 
HIS CONVICT SUBSTITUTE 


ON. JOHN N. HOLDER, of Jack- 
son, If 4 speech on the floor of the 
house yesterday, gave a clear and 
interesting explanation of the substitute 


for the Felder convict bill which was 
prepared and introduced by himself and 
Mr. Shackelford, of Clarke. | 

Mr. Holder spoke as follows: 


Mr. Chairman: To my mind no ‘more tm- 
portant question has been before this general 
G@ssembly than the question before us today. 
On the proper solution of this convict 
problem depends to a very great extent the 
future growth anc greatness of our state. 
I believe *that we ehould discuss (the ques- 
tion calmly and deliberately. After 40 
doing 1 am satisfied that every member of 
this house will cast his vote for what he 
thinks is for the best interest of the convicts. 
the best interest of society, and! the best 
interest of the stae. We owe a duy to 
each. 

We owe a duty to the convicts to pre- 
serve their healtn and see that. they are 
humanely treated. Georgia is td be con- 
Gratulated on the health record of her con- 
vVicts, amd the humane manner in which they 
have been treated. Under the able, faithful 
and efficient management of our ptison com- 
mission, the convicts of the etate are treated 
as humanely as those of any state in the 
union. Under the management of ‘this same 
most excellent board I can see po ‘reason 
why these convicts will not be as| huganely 
treated on the public roads, in case a county 
elects to work its share on the roads, ae they 
are today by private Interests. am not 
here to criticise the board for any of their 
official doings, nor am I here to criticise 
the members for expressing their opinions 
as they 
think wise, but, Mr, Speaker, as lawmakers 
ur Georgia we can accept or reject the recom- 
mendation of state officials. We have often 
recommendations made ty gover- 
hors and other officials, and it is no reflec- 

on the board to reject either all or a 
part of thelr recommendations. |

these convicts, $82,000, 
{fs put into the public school fund, and is 
then apportioned to the different) counties 
on the basie of school population. Divide the 
money, $82,000, arising from the hire by 
the total number of schoo! children in the 
State. which was 660,870 in !898: and we 
see that twelve cents is apportioned to each 
child of school age jn the state out of this 
fund. Matters not whether that child lives 
in Rabun, Murray, Fulton or Richmond, each 
child of school age in Georgia receives the 
same amount out of the fund. Then, in 
fact. the convicts are apportioned! to each 
county in proportion to school population. 

The original bill, as introduced by! the gen- 
tleman from Bibb, provided that each county 
should have the option of working) its own 
convicts on the roads. Counties not desir- 
ing to work their convicts on the road should 
turn them over to the prison commission, 
who would hire them out, and this money 
be put into the public school fund. Under 
the original bill counties working their con- 
victs had an advantage, as they (not only 
had the benefit of their own convicts, but 
also a part ofthe benefits arising from the 
hire of convicts 6f those counties not work- 
ing their convicts on the roads. 

The substitute offered by my colleagues and 
myself provides that all the felony! convicts 
shall be apportioned on a basis of general 
population. The population of the atate is 
2.216.331. and the total number lof able- 
bodied felony convicts !s 2,000. Divide the 
population by the number of convicts and 
if will be seen that there is one convict to 
about every eleven hundred fnhabitants. This 
substitute pro es to appottion one convict 
to each eleven hundred people tn the various 
counties. By this method of apportionment 
no jnjustice {fs done the Httle counties; In 
fact, the apportionment its made |on ore- 
cisely the same prificiple as the apportion- 
ment under the present act except the sub- 
stitute makes the apportionment tota] or gen- 
era] population rather than school population. 
The proposed substitute allows each county 
choosing to do so to work ite pro rata share 
of convicts on the public roads. 

To show the difference tn the original bill, 
not the present law, and the substitute take 
Ctatham and Banks counties. Bet) 

Under the original bill Banks whould get 
three convicts and Chatham one hunired and 
fifty, while under the substitute Banks will 
get nine and Chatham about seventy. But 
Chatham county gets as large a per cent 
of convicts under the substitute as she does 
under the law as it exists today. Banks gets 
the same per cent. There fs thie difference: 
Chatham can work her pro rata share of 
convicts on the public roads of the county; 
whereas wnder the present law she cannot. 
No injustice is done to any county, birt each 
one gets the same proportion of § cenvicts 
under the substitute as under the old law. 

But, again, none of the counties are forced 
to work their convicta on the public roads, 
but a county that does not elect to work its 
pro rata share on the roads shali notify the 
prison commission. who will hire | out, or 
lease, if you pléase, these convicts for a 
sum not less than $15 per month, |and the 
net amount arising from the hire! of any 
county’s convicts, that does not wark them 
on the roads, wil} be turned over to the 
proper authorities, and the money put into 
the public school fund. 

It has been egaid that the members who 
desire to give counties an option of work- 
ing convicts on the roads are enemies to the 
common echools of Georgia. I most em- 
phatically deny that charge. S8o far as I am 
concerned I ydeld to no one tn my) loyalty, 
my devotion, and my friendahip for the com- 
mon schools of Georgia. In 1898, when the 
general assembly met, a great effort was 
made by some to, reduce the amount: appro- 
priated for the public achoole from one mifl- 
lien to six hundred thousand dollars. I 
voted for one million dollars every ballot. 
In #1900, when I had the honor of |being a 
member of the other branch of the! general 
aesembly. I advocated and voted (for an 
amendment to make the appropriation one 
million instead of one hyndred thousand, and 
that motion prevailed, but the. house) refused 
to concur In the senate amendment. I stand 
ready today to help the common schools, or 
since the public school appropriation |was re- 
duced the appropriations to nearly all the 
other Institutions of the state have been 
increased in some instences 25 per cent, and 
in others almost 100 per cent. Mr. 
Speaker. IT am as good a friend to the pub- 
lic schools of Georgia as any man in the 
house: they are close to my heart. But. 
Mr. Speaker, if we can’t show that the sub- 
stitute is the best measure yet proposed for 
the common achools of Georgia, then we will 
withdraw the same. 

As stated just now, no county Is fporeed to 
work its pro rata of convicts on the roads, 
but can take the money arising from the 
hire of same and put it fn the public schoei 
fund of the county. | 

Let us make some comparisons. Lét’s take 
Banke county. Under the present law Banks 
receives as ber part of the money! arising 
from the hire of convictea $403: under the 
substitute of the gentle from | Taylor 
Banks would get $480; upider the substitute 
offered by my colleague (and myself Banks 
will receive not less than\ $!.125. or a dif- 
ference of $645 for Banke\county under our 
substitute as compared wi the Bteed 
measure. } 

Take Miller county, and there ie ho truer 
friend of the common schoole than the gen- 
tleman from Miller. Now Miller gets from 
convict hire $210: that county under Steed 
substitute would get $260; but would receive 
under our substitute not less than $625, or 
a difference in our favor of $365. | 

Take Butte county: that county gets under 


the present law $375; Steed substitute $442; 


our substitute $1,250. | 

Take Chatham county, which receives today 
$2.064; Steed eubstitute $2.470;. our sub- 
stitute $8,215; if Chatham elected to take 
the money for the convicts fnatead of work- 
ing them.

Take any county in Georgia, we care not 

Which, and if that county does not work its 
convicts on the roads, the public school fund 
will receive amore under our substitute than 
any other proposed measure. 
*Again, we meet the objections that house 
burners, arsons and rapists and murderers 
snould not be put on the roads. This sub- 
stitute provides that sehort term convicts 
shall be first apportioned to the counties de- 
siring to work the convicts on the roads, and 
that life term convicts shell be the last to 
be put on the roads. There are 758 convicts 
serving sentences of five years or less, 1,245 
serving sentences of ten years or less, and 
only 549 serving life sentences. Not more 
than one thousand convicts will be worked 
on the roads at the outside, and the remain- 
ing number leased out, and the. long term 
convicts will therefor be leased. Having a 
fewer number to lease will yield a greater 
price each. Let me @ay in passing that ex- 
perience in North Carolina shows that there 
@re fewer escapes when convicts under a 
sentence not exceeding ten years are worked 
on the roads than when they are worked in 
any other manner. One county tried the 
experiment of allowing most of her five- 
year convicts spend each Sabbath at home 
and there has not been an escape in the 
county in three years. 

As to the others objections that women, 
and also boys under fifteen, convicted of mis- 
demeanor should not be worked with the 
felonies, we will accept an amendment pro- 
viding that they shall not be worked together. 

This bill does not force a county to work its 
misdemeanor convicts that works its pro rata 
of felony any way. The misdemeanors are 
left just as they are under the present law. 
County authorities can work them or not. 
a@s they see fit. The jaw relating to mis- 
demeanor: is not changed. I suppose that 
every county, though, that does work its 
felony convicts will also work its misde- 
meanors. Our county of Jackson is anxious 
to heave a chaingang work our public roads, 
but has not a eufficient number of misde- 
meanors to authorize the establishment of 
a camp, but if that county had its pro rata 
of felonies it could well afford to métntain 
a chaingang. All this bill asks is that 
counties be allowed to work their pro rata 
share of convicts on the roads, if they chooee. 
This is local option and democratic. 

Again, this is more desirable than the sub- 
stitute of the gentleman from Taylor, as that 
bill expressly stipulates that these convicta 
can be swvbleased. It does seem that this 
is a great objection, for, Mr Speaker, 
the lessees have become enriched at the 
expense of the people For twenty yeare 
they got the convicts for almost nothing. 
The contract made by the prison commission 
fiVe years ago was a good trade at that 
time, hut now conditions have changed and 
another kind of a contract should be made. 

It does seem that the legislature could do 
this much to help the good roada movement 
in Georgia. The sentiment for good roads 
1s found everywhere. The people realize how 
necessary it is to improve our highways. It 
costs just as much to haul a bale of cotton 
5 miles on our dirt roade as it does to 
haul it 250 miles by railroad, or 1.000 miles 
by water. Why such a difference? Because 
the energy, money and intellect of man has 
been devoted during the past century to build- 
ing railroads. constructing telegraphs and 
telephones, canaling streams, tunnelling 
mountains, and solving the great mysteries 
of science. Development in other lines has 
heen wonderful. but to the neglect of our 
roads. The roads are not as good now as 
they were when: our ancestors hewed their 
way through the primeval forests. for the

our roadway. Other 
England, France, Ger- 
many, Belelfum. and itn fact most cjvilized 
nations, hgve better roads than the Tnited 
States. And many sections are ahead of 
Georgia in road tmilding.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 21.—The stock market 
made a pretty good stand during the 
greater part of the day against the scat- 
tered Iiquidation of the same kind as 
that of yesterday. But the slump in 
United States Steel stock at the end of 
the day cost the market about all the 
gains that had been achieved in the 
course of the trading of the day. Other 
specialties scored losses of fairly sen- 
sational proportions, but they were with 
no such influence upon sentiment as the 
headlong downward plunge in United 
States Steel stocks. The common sold 
at 22 and the preferred, with the quar- 
terly dividend of 1 3-4 per cent deducted 
since yesterday, sold at 70, making ¢x- 
treme declines of 3 1-8 for the common 
und 4.1-4 for the preferred. In the May 
9 panic of 1901 the common sold at 24 
and the preferred at 69. Today’s drop 
was in the face of open buying by bank- 
ing interests which conducted the cor- 
poration’s syndicate transactions. The 
financial authorities of the corporation 
declined to he officially quoted as to the 
truth of current rumors that the divi- 
dend on the common stock was to be 
nassead. The usual rumors circulated also 
that the urgé@nt liquidation was due to 
financtal embarrassment bv this or the 
other important capitalist. But the mar- 
ket seemed to take these rumors with a 
xood deal of equanimity, and there was 
a considerable absorption of standard 
railroad stocks, so that prices in many 
instances rose at one time a point or 
more over last night. New York Cen- 
tral was in notable demand. There was 
a demand for this stock also in the loan 
crowd on the exchange which eaused 
an impression that a considerable short 
interest had been built up in the stock. 
The shorts were an element in the puy- 
ing at other points. There was little 
in the day’s news to explain the action 
of the market. The weather bureaus 
weekly. bulletin of the crop’s condition 
was considered less than reassuring as 
to the: spring wheat fondition, and the 
action of the wheat market on the pub- 
Heation of the bulletin confirmed this 
impression.
